The Moscow correspondent of the 
Lokal Anzeiger of Berlin writes his 
paper that the guard at the catafalque 
of Lenin in the Kremlin crypt has re- 
ceived strict instructions to be on the 
lookout for a dark-eyed young woman 
who holds up the never-ending stream 
of visitors with her hysterical screams 
whenever she sees the face of the dead 
bolshevist leader.

They perched on the 
outside of the ear for half an hour 
before rescue came. Two men in the 
crowd, attracted to the scene of the 
aceident, peeled off their sheep-lined 
coats and cast them from the trestle 
to the half-frozen women. <A 1o-year- 
old boy, Dayton Gonyea, threw Mrs. 
Spencer the mittens he was wearing 
and drew another pair -from his 
pocket for Miss Lawson. 
en said today they believed the coats 
and mittens saved their lives. 

“It was all too horrible.” Mrs. 
Spencer said today, “I can’t talk 
abeut it. It all happened so sud- 
denly we hardly knew’ anything. 
There came a bumping of the wheels 
on the ties and the next minute 
water was pouring into the car. After 
the ear fell, the porter shouted to us 
that we could get through the win- 
dow and he helped Miss Lawson and 
myself up the sloping floor and 
through the window.”
